NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Mr. D. L. Alexander’s letter confirms our note of last week in which we 
expressed disquiet at learning that some members at least of the A. L. Green 
Memorial Committee think they will be unable to accomplish the object they have 
in view unless a large sum is subscribed. We said they looked for £1,500 or 
£2,000, and we spoke on authority which remains unshaken. Mr. Alexander now 
substitutes £1,000. But we continue to doubt whether the Committee is justified 
in demanding so large a minimum as even £1,000. By Mr. Alexander’s own 
showing £200 is enough for present needs. He asks for £800 more to invest as 
an endowment. Perpetual endowments are by no means of unmixed advantage. 
An institution which deserves popular support can raise an income annually, and 
the necessity of annually appealing is a valuable safeguard that there shall be a 
yearly stock-taking of the benefit conferred upon the public. 


The eminent Russian novelist and poet, Ivan Turguenieff, whose remains 
were interred with great pomp in St. Petersburg last week, and England’s favour- 


ite author, Charles Dickens, had much in common, both as regards the popular — 


and national colouring which they gave to their writings and the hold which they 
obtained on the affections of the reading public. But there was a striking coin- 
cidence in a certain action of the two novelists, which is of special interest to 
Jews. When Dickens, after having pourtrayed the disreputable “ Fagin ”’ in his 
“Oliver Twist,’’ was made aware of the offence he had given to Jews by the 
slur he cast on their character, he retrieved his fault by creating theipure and kindly 
Jew “Riah” in “Our Mutual Friend.” An exactly similar incident occurred in 


the literary career of Turguenieff. After having: attacked Jewish morality in a 


story to which he gave the name of “Gid” (an opprobrious synonym for Jew) 
he atoned for his insult by writing another work in which the Jew was made to 
appear ina far more favourable light. | 


‘Louis Kossuth, the renowned Hungarian Ex-Dictator, who last year, when 
the Tisza-Eszlar “blood accusation” first startled the civilised world, expressed 
his strong disapprobation at the revival in his native country of the 1aedizval 
calumny, has again raised his voice in defence of his Jewish compatriots. In a 
conversation he had the other day at Turin (where he resides) with the Hungarian 
Deputy Mezei, on the subject of the recent excesses against the Jews, Kossuth 
observed | 

‘“T firmly regard the anti-Semitic movement as a misfortune for the land and 
the nation ; but I trust that the sensible element in the nation will not tolerate the 
continuance of a state of affairs which has lately proved to be a positive disgrace to 
the traditional liberalism of the people. The prosperity of the Jews is nothing 
more nor less than the result of their inventive genius and their economical habits. 
It is not the Jews who are to blame for the general retrogression, but. those who, in 
consequence of the failings they have inherited from their fathers, are unable to 
compete with the Jews.” 

It is gratifying to notice that Kossuth does not stand alone in his condemnation 
of the existing scandalous agitation against the Jews. Another Hungarian 
patriot of 1848, Hanns Kudlich, has addressed from his American home at 
Hoboken a powerful letter to the Neue Freie Presse, of Vienna, in which he, too 
gives vent in eloquent terms to his abhorrence of the machinations of the authors 
of the “blood accusation” and of the anti-Jewish agitation, and recalls in glow- 
ing language the splendid services rendered by Jews to the national cause in the 
struggle of 1848. Great, indeed, 1s the contrast between such men as Kossuth 


and Kundlich, and the self-styled patriots of the present day, the Istoczys, 


Onodys, and Verhovays. 


_ The practice among the Jews in the Holy Land of sending ‘“ Messengers,” 
to plead for their charitable institutions, to various parts of the world has been so 
often denounced by us, that we are glad to perceive that it is likewise 
being discouraged in Australia, where such “Messengers” were, for many 


reasons, wont to reap a bountiful harvest. Melbourne and other cities have | 


already set the example, and now Adelaide has followed suit. At a meeting held 
there a few months ago, it was resolved to make the Anglo-Jewish Association 
the sole medium for the transmission of charitable gifts intended for the Jews 
in the East, instead of entrusting them to the hands of Sheluchim. The objec- 
tion against these emissaries not only rests on the belief that their errand is not 
always above suspicion (for they generally manage to do a little business on their 
own account), but also on the fact that, even when their mission is bond fide, 
the amounts deducted by them, with the sanction of their constituents, for com- 
mission and travelling expenses are so large, that but little is left for the institu- 
tions whose funds it is desired to benefit. 

The opponents of denominational schools for Jews will doubtless take heart 
on reading that the intention of the Greck Government, to subvention Jewish 
Jewish schools, which are to be established in the provinces ceded by Turkey 
to the Hellenic kingdom, is viewed with disfavour by the Salonica Committee of 
the Alliance Israélite. Their opposition to this measure (which has been adopted 
in order to obviate the loss of two days in the week for Jewish children who 
attend the Greek Catholic schools) arises from the opinion, as expressed in a 
letter to the Anglo-Jewish Association, that the intercourse at school of Jewish and 
Greek children affords the best means of removing those sad prejudices against 
the former, which now and then give rise to animosities and even to hostile 
encounters. Whilst giving the Salonica Committee the fullest credit for the 
honesty of their opinion, we cannot but help thinking that the balance of advan- 
tage is against them. 


Leaving out of consideration the fact that the Government of Greece is | 


doubtless actuated by a desire to place the Jews in the annexed provinces on the 


same footing as their brethren in other parts of the country (in Corfu where the 
largest number of Jews reside, there are separate Jewish schools) and that Jewish 
schools existed in some towns of these provinces, notably in Volo, whilst they 
still belonged to Turkey, the best answer to the arguments of the Salonica Com- 
mittee is supplied by the state of affairs in their own city. Salonica, though in 
Turkey, contains a very large Greek population ; what then is the nature of the 


_ relations which exist between them and the equally large Jewish community ? 


“The Jews and Christians live there together in amity and goodwill; their 
leading men show a spirit of toleration and confidence in their social intercourse 


_ and have succeeded by their influence and example in removing some of the 


extravagant prejudices which used to disturb the relations of the two communi- 
ties.” These words, almost identical in terms and sentiment with those in which — 
the Committee at Salonica have clothed their opposition to the action of the 
Greek Government, are quoted from the last annual report of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, and are the substanceof a despatch sent to Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment by the British Consul-General in that city. And yet the removal of the 
prejudices against the Jews in Salonica was not brought about by 
the attendance of their children at the schools of the Greek community, 
for it is an indisputable fact, that they almost exclusively frequent the excellent 
Alliance Schools, founded by the late Dr. Allatini, and managed under the 
auspices of the fault-finding Committee themselves. If they really believe in 

the soundness of their theory, why then do they not put it into practice at home, | 
and thus relieve the local community, as well as the Alliance and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, of the heavy burden of maintaining the expensive Jewish 
schools in their town ? | : | 


The small congregation of St. John, in the town of Blotho (Westphalia), 
celebrated in the early part of last month the three hundredth anniversary of its 
existence. In order to give éclat to the festive celebration of the tercentary in the 
Church of the congregation, its Pastor requested the members of the local choral 
society to take. part in the service by singing some appropriate music. The 
request was courteously complied with, and everything was in readiness. on the 
morning of the festival, when the Superintendent Pastor announced that if any 
Jews formed part of the choir they would leave the church. The conjecture 
having proved correct, the Jewish singers expressed their willingness to abstain 
from attending the church, but their fellow choristers unanimously insisted that 
if one of their colleagues were excluded, they would withdraw their proffered 
services, a threat which they carried out. Although admiring the Christian 
members of the society for their esprit de corps, we cannot do otherwise than 
applaud the conscientious attitude of the Chief Pastor. Jewish singers are as 
much out of place in a church, as is a Christian choir at the consecration of a 
synagogue. 


It is, perhaps, as well that anti-Semites should see themselves as others see 
thei, and it is on this account that we read with satisfaction a description, written 
by the notorious Dr. Forster, of the kindred spirits who left the fatherland with 
him in the earlier part of the present year in order to found in Paraguay a Ger- 
man colony which should not be disturbed by the hateful Jews. “A portion of 


my fellow-travellers,” says Dr. Forster—who, it will be remembered, lost his 


teachership at a public school in consequence of his attacks upon the Jews— 
“consisted of idle, disreputable, and swindling individuals, whom I had looked 
upon as respectable and well-behaved men. They are persons who can only be 
kept within bounds by the police, and who, through their false ideas of freedom, 
have been entirely lost to morality and good faith.” Suchis the portrait sketched 
by an anti-Semite. Had it been drawn by Jews, it would assuredly been stigma- 
tised by their opponents as one-sided, exaggerated, and biassed. 


Notes and Queries has again several communications on the subject of Solo- 


~mon’s Seal, but we do not perceive that they add much to our former remarks. 


Some details, chiefly botanical, are supplied as regards the plant (polygonatum 
multiflorum) known as Solomon’s Seal which, as we indicated, is thought by some 
observers to bear a resemblance to a signet-ring. Gerarde, we may add, identities 


- Solomon’s Seal with the peony. The curious point in this identification is that 


the peony, like the lily, was anciently supposed to possess medicinal qualities. 
Indeed the word peony is derived from Peon, the god of healing, so effective 


was the plant considered in cases of hurts or diseases. Now Josephus (Wars of 


the Jews, vii. 6, § 3) describes a herb called Baaras, with crimson flowers similar. 
to those of the peony, which “ if it only be brought to sick persons, quickly drives 

away those called demons, which are no other than the spirits of the wicked, that 

enter into men that are alive, and kill them, unless they can obtain some help 
against them.” We seem to have been a connecting link between the magical 

and medicinal virtues variously attributed to Solomon’s Seal.

Last week we called attention to a species of arithmetical exercise that some ~ 
Jewish commentators have indulged in. The Baal haturim is one of the most 


- famous of the class ; and though his efforts are sometimes very far-fetched, they 


aro frequently most ingenious. Thus in the Mishnah (Succah, ch. iii., 1) we are 
told that the use ofa “withered” palm-branch (lulab) does not meet the require- 
ments of the Law ; the branch must, on the contrary, be fresh. The commentator 
to whom we alluded, remarks, in connection with this law, DYN N73 JV— 
“the letters forming the word lulab have the same numerical value as those 
forming oN (‘live’ or ‘ fresh’).” If our readers perform the necessary opera- 
tion they will find this statement perfectly accurate. The numerical value of

CORRESPONDENCE. 
JEWISH MINISTERS. 
T0 THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—At the Central Synagogue meeting it was clearly proved that the supply 
of able ministers is far smaller than the requirements of the community demand. 

This is not the case with regard to Readers who are the first but not the most 
important necessity for the conduct of public worship. Even the smallest provin- 
cial congregation can obtain the services of a Reader, either an Englishman or, more 
frequently, a foreigner, who will accept a stipend maller than is paid to a butler. 
In some instances the Reader is obliged to eke out a scanty subsistence by engaging 
in trade, to the detriment of the dignity of his office. To all who take an interest 
in the well-being of our coreligionists the want of a qualified minister and teacher 
of religion must be a subject causing much apprehension for the maintenance of 
our faith, 

The ranks of able ministers have been thinned by the deaths of the Rey. Dr. 
Artom and the Rev. A. L. Green, also by the withdrawal from ministerial duties of 
the Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Morris Joseph, and others, The colonies and America 
frequently attract men whom we can ill spare and whom it is difficult to replace, 


As a striking proof of the paucity of able men, the wealthy Sephardic section | 


of our community have hitherto been unable to find a qualified successor to their 


late ecclesiastical chief ; consequently, even on the Day of Atonement their pulpits 


were silent. | 

The reasons why first-class Readers are obtainable, while able ministers are so 
scarce, are not difficult to find, The training of a Reader is neither as difficult nor 
as costly as that of a minister. The former may be, and frequently is, a foreigner, 
while the latter should be English, or should have acquired our language thoroughly. 
The formercan gainability and experience in small congregations while the latter has 
great difficulty in the earlier period of his career in obtaining an engagement. The 
result of this state of things is that many students, aspirants for ministerial duties 
wearied by the delay in finding employment, either emigrate or more frequently 
turn their attention to other avocations. To remedy this evil in the near future it 
will be necessary to raise a fund sufficiently large to provide bursarships for stu- 
dents qualified for the ministry who cannot maintain themselves till an appointment 
offers itself. Should such students obtain a situation in a poor congregation a sub- 
vention would be necessary to enable them to perfect themselves in their - studies. 


While unappointed their services would be of great benefit in teaching religion to 


Jewish children who attend Board Schools, For the last few years local syna rorues 
have been successfully established, and others in Dalston, Notting Hill, and South 
Kensington will be eventually required. It is therefore of the greatest. importance 
to provide ministers for existing and future congregations. There is nothing new 
in this proposal, the late Mr. Keeling has devoted £10,000, in reversion, fora similar 
object, but the matter is one of urgency. Oxford has need of a minister who will 
safeguard our young men from the danger of defection. It might be possible to 
identify this “Jewish clergy auxiliary fund ’ with the name of Sir Moses Montefiore 
Such an object is much to be preferred to the unwise proposal of a specially Jerish 
hospital or of colonies in Palestine, where Jewish agriculturists are almost non- 
existent. If this movement meets with any encouragement, and a Committee js 
formed to carry it out, I shall be pleased to subscribe annually £100 for at least 
five years, |

MEMORIAL TO THE LATE REV. A. L. GREEN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—As your last issue contains an editorial paragraph which is in some 
respects misleading, and calculated to imperil the success of the movement now on 
foot for raising a memorial to the late Rev. A. L. Green, I think I have a right to 
ask you to give publicity to this letter in your next number. 

In the first place, your statement that ‘‘ the Committee are seriously contem- 
plating an abandonment of their efforts, because from £1,500 to £2,000 has not been 
raised,” is quite contrary to the fact. As Chairman of that Committee, I can _posi- 
tively say that no such idea is entertained, and that although the response to our 
recent appeal has been somewhat disappointing, we still hope and expect to accom- 


plish the object for which we were formed. Surely the community will never allow © 


our efforts to fail, if they but consider for a moment what an insult it would be to 
the memory of one whose whole life was spent in their service, and in promoting 
their welfare. 

Moreover, it is not even necessary that so large a sum as £1,500 should be 
raised, Of course £1,500, or even more, could be advantageously applied to the 
purposes of the library, but at the same time we shall be able to carry out the object 
which we have in view, even if no more than £1,000 shall be subscribed. A com- 
plete catalogue of the books is essential in order to render the library useful, and it 


is estimated that the expense of compiling such a catalogue will not be less than 


£100; and then the cost of removing the books, of binding those now unbound, 
and of providing the necessary book-cases, will absorb another £100, and the balance 
(say £800) is required as a permanent fund to be invested so as to obtain an annual 
income sufficient to defray the annual expense of maintaining and preserving the 
library, including the payment of a small salary to the gentleman who may be 
selected to act as librarian. 


Again, the library is not about to be deposited “on loan” with the Jews’ Col- 


lege. No arrangement has as yet been concluded with the Council of the College, 
but we have every reason to believe that the Council will consent to take charge of |

the library, and to doall in their power to make it available to the public use ro~ 
vided they are not put to any expense in the matter, they having no power to hs l 
their own funds to such a purpose ; and hence it becomes necessary ‘

With regard to your remark that the library should be presented to the Colle e 
_ T have only to say that Mrs. Green—than whom no one was more fully oomiadodes 
with the wishes of her late husband—has deemed it right to present the library to 


the community at large, and not to any special institution. 

I should add, that all those who are competent to judge pronounce the librar 
to be one of the most complete collections bearing on Hebrew literature. It con. 
tains many volumes which are quite unique, and is especially valuable for the large 
number of books relating to the history of Jews in England ; and the public, Lam 
sure, feel deeply grateful to Mrs. Green for having placed so precious a collection of 
books at their disposal, 

In conclusion, I would appeal to the community, and especially to the past and 
present seatholders of the Central Synagogue, to come forward without delay with 
their subscriptions, so that we may be able to carry out our object in a manner 
which will be alike creditable to the community and an honour to the memory of a 
good and useful man.

THE JEWS RUSSIA. 
— 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 


BY ST, PETERSBURG, Oct. 187, 1883. 
Anti-Semitism is continuing to make rapid strides onwards, and daily gains 
fresh triumphs. It demands still further restrictions of the rights of the Jews, 
which bring upon the latter misfortune after misfortune, and thus make their lives 
unbearable in Russia, This is, indeed, the real aim of the cruel work of our ene- 
mies. For had they the interests of the country and the welfare of the population 
at heart, they would act in a totally different manner, for they would long since 
have become convinced that every blow dealt at the Jews is felt with equal hardship 


by the Christian inhabitants. The entire population of Southern Russia, Christians © 


no less than Jews, have not yet recovered from the effects of the anti-Jewish riots 
and conflagrations. The municipal authorities are still vainly seeking to discover 
means for improving the local trade which has suffered to so disastrous an extent 
from the recent excesses, and from the unparalleled rise in the cost of all kinds of 


products owing to the withdrawal of Jewish competition. What other object than 


that of “making the lives of the Jews unbearable in Russia ’’ can the Minister of 
War have in view in issuing an order restricting the number of Jewish students in 
the Military Medical Academy to five per cent., notwithstanding the large number 
of vacancies, or from prohibiting Jewesses from following the course of studies 
to qualify themselves as army surgeons, although the want of such practitioners 
has long been severely felt? What other object than the one I have just,mentioned 


actuates the heads of the Gymnasia, who have this year placed the greatest obstacles | 


in the way of the admission of Jewish students, and of their promotion to higher 
classes ? 

It is to these new restrictions I referred at the commencement of this letter, and 
I am in a position to enter into particulars with regard to each. 


We have already become accustomed to the idea that the Military Medical 


Academy would only be permitted to admit 5 per cent. of Jewish students within 
its walls, and as the number of students received each year is confined to 100, only 
five Jews could therefore obtain admission, It is, indeed, an act of the utmost 
cruelty to bar the road to science and to useful activity against the Jews ; but what 
makes the matter worse, is that the advocates of the measure are seeking to justify 
it by arguing that as the admission of Jews is in any case restricted in the event of 


competition, they can only be represented in the same proportion as they bear | 


to the entire population. The question naturally arises, why should this proportion 
he adhered to only in the case of Jews, and not in that of the followers of other 
religions? This question belongs to the same category as those of which Heine 
said : * Only a fool expects an answer.” We are not yet so foolish as either to expect 
an answer or even to put the question, and therefore patiently submit to the inevit- 
able. But what are we to say when we hear that this year only two Jews, out of a 
large number who passed their examination with the greatest honour and credit, 
were admitted into the Academy, despite the fact that more than 40 places remained 
vacant, As the proportion of Jews to the number of seats filled up does not quite 
reach three students, and as a student, even a Jew, does not allow himself to be 
divided or quartered, the administration of the Academy decided in its wisdom to 
admit but two Jews, Can there be anything more spiteful or absurd than this 
occurrence ? | 

The course for female army surgeons, which was founded by the late Empress 
Maria Alexandrowna, knew of no distinction on account of creed until August last. 
At the head of this establishment there stands, as Director, Dr. Berthensohn, one of 
those converted Jews, who in their hearts have not ceased to be Jews, and have not 
torn asunder the ties of kindred of race. The large number of J ewesses who followed 
the course were full of praise for the tolerant and humane treatment they received 
in this establishment, and they always endeavoured to show themselves worthy of 
that treatment. That they often succeeded in their endeavours is proved by the 
numerous distinctions which they received at the hand of the Government for their 


useful services during the last war, and from different municipal councils for simi- 


lar services rendered to the general populations. How painful, therefore, must it 
be after this to learn that with the close of the present year Jewesses will no 
longer be permitted to attend the course of studies. In this instance, no attempt 
is made to excuse or justify the arbitrary order of exclusion, which is the more 
significant since the course is under the patronage of our present Empress. 

Jewish pupils at the several public seats of learning have hitherto most credit- 


ably distinguished themselves. They seldom remained two years in the same class, — 


and were in the habit of receiving far more rewards than their Christian fellow- 
students, to whom they were held up by their teachers as bright examples, “ Learn 
like the Jews,"’ in fact, became a household word in educational circles. But now 
all this is changed ; for we have learnt to our sorrow that many Jewish pupils have 
been kept in the same class for more than two years, and that all the Jewish students 


who lately underwent the usual examinations were “ plucked,” as was the case in 


the Sixth Gymnasium in this city. Unfortunately this is not an isolated occurrence, 


_ for similar painful reports have reached me from all parts of the Empire, notably 


from the district of Odessa. 


This disheartening state of affairs, this continued progress of anti-Semitism, has | 


contributed to a great extent to reviving the idea of colonising Palestine, which has 


lately received many fresh adherents, notwithstanding the unfavourable reports of 


M. Veneziani, whose observations have created a profound impression. But the 
movement is entirely waating in organisation, and consequently in fruitful activ- 
ity ; this is, however, not the fault of its advocates and promoters, but solely of the 
existing laws of the land, which strictly forbid any organisation unless it receives 
Imperial sanction, Such sanction is no easy matter to obtain, especially for the 
Jews, On this account the movement for the colonisation of Palestine is at present 
restricted to enthusiastic speeches and press articles, in which the highest praise is 


bestowed on the noble pioneer of the idea, Mr, Laurence Oliphant. But the friends 


of the cause would not have confined themselves to speeches and articles had they 
been able to do more, which at present is utterly impossible. Our youth has shown 
that it seeks to attain its ideal, not only by fine words and high sounding phrases, 
but also by means of self-sacrifices, of which the hundreds of unhappy emigrants 
in Palestine are living proofs, Self-sacrifices, however, do not always suffice to 
attain an object, when all other requirements are wanting. However noble and 
praiseworthy the efforts of our “ Palestinians,” as the friends of the movement 
are called, may be, and however much they deserve our sympathy, it cannot be denied 
that in this country it has little chance of success, owing to that lack of organisa- 


tion to which I have already alluded, Of the difficulties and obstacles which ar 


| 


connected with Palestine itself, I will say nothing. It is, therefore, to be deeply 
regretted that the “‘ Palestinians ” see in the realisation of their ideal, the sole and 


only solution of the Jewish question, and that they devote to it all their energy and 


influence, whilst they refuse to take any part in working for the settlement of this 
question in Russia itself. | | 

The death of the renowned Russian author, Ivan Turguenieff, which is engaging 
the attention of Russian society and the press, has also attracted considerable notice 
in Jewish circles and journals, and not without reason. Turguenieff not alone took 
the same interest in the Jews as he did in the Russians at large, but he displayed 
special sympathy with our people, although he twice contradicted himself in this 
respect, For this reason the memorial service which was held last week in our 


‘synagogue, at the request of some leading members of the community, has been 


regarded with divided opinions. On one occasion Turguenieff committed a great 


wrong against the Jews. Whilst the sanctity of Jewish family life is generally — 


conceded by friend and foe alike, Turguenieff in a story entitled “ Gid” (a bye-word 
for Jew), made one of his characters a Jew, who in order to act the spy with better 
results, allowed his own daughter to become the sport of military officers He 
seemed, however, to have repented of this act of injustice, for in another of his 
novels he gave us a Jewish character of a very sympathetic type. In a letter, too, 
which he addressed to Herr Sorkin, a converted Jew, during the period of the out- 
rages against the Jews, he expressed his utmost indignation at these acts of barbarity, 
and sent one hundred roubles for the benefit of the sufferers. At the same time he 
promised to speak favourably of the Jewish question in a literary work, a promise 
which he faithfully kept. On the other hand he declined to make a public protest 
against the atrocities, as he did not wish to enter the field as a journalist. Thus, one 
party believes that while it was proper for Jews to join in the general mourning 
for the eminent deceased, there was no ground for paying special honours to his 
memory in the synagogue, which has nothing to do with literature. Others were 
inclined to forget the great author’s offenceagainst the Jews, and therefore favoured 
a special manifestation of grief at his death. 

A Jewish young man, nineteen years old, named Salomon Schisgal, and coming 
from Berditschew, a Jewish centre in Southern Russia, has for some time been the 
hero of the day in this city. In commercial circles and in journalsjof every shade of 
opinion, the current topic is the genius of Herr Schisgal, who in outward appearance 
is a mere youth, and no words are sufficient to praise his invention, for which he has 
already received a patent from Government, and which he is carrying into execution 
in association with one of the most influential of Russian wealthy aristocrats, This 
invention isa watch which goes by electricity, and with scarcely any movement ; it 


is, therefore, simple in construction, and easy to handle ; it is cheap, and above all, » 


keeps correct time. It attracted the attention of the well known Professor of 


_ Physics at the University of St. Petersburg, Herr Chwolson (son of the renowned 


Orientalist of that name), who, both as a specialist and as a member of the Com- 
mittee of Sarants at the Ministry of the Interior; has written an article on the sub- 
ject in the Novosti, from which I extract the following particulars: “ In its remark- 


able simplicity this invention can only be compared with the Jablochkoff system of 


electric lighting,. The watches are without ‘any springs and consist solely of two 
wheels. Besides being true, they have the advantage of the second hand moving in 
single momentary leaps, as is usually the case only in very costly watches, and which 
is of the utmost utility for astroncmical observations. These watches can also set in 
motionacertain number of watches of the same construction, so that they all keep exact 
time, The invention has convinced me that the watches can be used for the purposes 
of telegraphy.’’ After naming several other advantages, Prof. Chwolson describes 
the invention as a wonder which will cause an entire revolution in the manufacture 
of watches. Herr Schisgal is the son of a Jewish watchmaker in Berditschew, where 
he commenced his studies at the Realschule. Hesubsequently left for Kieff in order 
to enter the Gymnasium, but the anti-Jewish outrages which raged there two years 
ago, aroused in him a determination as it did in so many other Jewish students, to 
leave Russia and seek a new home in another land. But before quitting the country 
he resolved to thoroughly master his father’s profession, and with this object in 
view he returned home, There, besides learning how to make watches, he occupied 
himself with the study of physics, and especially of electricity, and he turned his 
attention to the desirability of bringing the latter into relations with his occupa- 
tion. This kept him engaged for about two years, until he hit upon the idea of 
his invention, which took him three months to work out and perfect. Several promi 

nent persons have evinced the utmost interest in him and have made splendid 
offers to enter into business connections with him. From far and near, especially 
from military circles, he received telegrams'congratulating him on having conferred 
so great an honour on his fatherland, the senders evidently being unaware that he is 


aJdew. A&I have already stated, he has concluded a contract on most favourable 


terms with the well-known Croesus, M. Paschkow, and as he is still a minor, his elder 
brother has arrived here in order to complete the necessary legal formalities for the 
constitution ofthe firm. The Governor of St. Petersburg has granted the young 
inventor the right of residence in this city until he obtains this right,eo ¢pso,as an 
artisan. | 


| I will conclude with a few remarks about anti-J ewish riots. The disturbances _ 
| at Irriklewa (in the Government of Pultowa) of which I have already sent you > 


information, turned out to be more serious than were at first imagined. The judi- 
cial inquiry which has not yet concluded shows that about 500 peasants were engaged 
in the riots, 14 ringleaders being safely under lock and key. The cases will not as 


hitherto be tried before the justices of the peace, but before the District Court, and 
the prisoners will not be charged, as formerly, with creating disturbances in the > 


streets, but with having committed theft. The Jews have on their part entered on 
a civil action for 60,000 roubles damages, this being the value of the losses they sus- 
tained, At first it was thought the disturbances were fomented by peasants residing 
in the place ; it has however been conclusively proved that the authors were peasants 
who had come from other villages. 

In Moscow, the impudence of the anti-Semites has attained such proportions 


that in the Saradi, a kind of Jewish Ghetto, a Christian lad has been distributing 


translations in the Russian language of Rohling’s notorious pamphlets gratis among 
Christians, and selling the same to Jews at 15 kopecks per copy, although the price 
as printed on the cover is one rouble, The police instantly arrested the probably 
innocent tool of the anti-Semites. | | 

I have just been informed that an official representative of our community has 
received a telegram from Nowoj-Moskowsk (in the Government of Ekaterinoslay), 
imploring that immediate help be sent for the relief of the Jewish inhabitants, who 
were the victims of a dreadful attack on the part of the Christian inhabitants, 
Details of the disturbances have not yet reached me, nor have any particulars been 
published in the journals although several days have elapsed since the outbreak,

If sad monotony of Jerusalem—in this we are equal. Here also the chief — 
interest of the people centres in their schools, though I cannot pretend that we — 


are quite as proud of them as our friends over the water. That Jerusalem is not 
known to be a studious city lies with our serena visitors, who, generally, have 
lost all sympathy with the Jewish national study. Thus M. Veneziani, 
in his recent report to the Central Committee of the Alliance, speaks of the “ igno- 
rant masses” of the Holy City. This expression might perhaps be applied to the 
lowest strata of London or Paris, but is totally inapplicable to the inhabitants of 
this city. There exists extreme poverty it is true, but nowhere that rudeness and 
immorality generally connected in [the West with great misery. The lowest 
Jewish artisan reads the Scriptures in the original ; by the study of the Talmud 


he often acquires considerable sharpness and foresight. If the time has really — 


arrived to throw overboard those laws and doctrines which were to be our glory 


in the eyes of the Gentiles, then it may be allowed to speak of the ignorance of © 


these people. As it is they are learned, much too learned I fear. They hold 
the wisdom of their fathers in high esteem, for which they are not to be blamed, 
considering that it has borne them through the tide of history from the time of 
the Pharaohs down to this very day. On the other hand they do not understand 
the secret of the eternal life of Judaism. Firmness of principle appears to them 


incompatible with insatiable desire for new ideas ; they are not confident enough — 


of the national power to digest and reproduce them as their own. 

This is the point, I think, from which European schools in the East should 
start. They have everywhere, not only in Jerusalem, been welcomed most grate- 
fully by the Sephardim, who, after a seclusion of several centuries, unable to 
judge of what they did not understand, believed that long felt wants would be 
satisfied. The Ashkenazim, having bitterly experienced in Europe the perils of 
modern shallow civilization, keep distrustfully back. Both parties, however, 
will embrace with equal eagerness the new study, for the Jew is born to progress, 
if they shall have arrived at the conviction that the national sanctuary, that is the 

teligious Doctrine, not only shall not be impaired by it, but rather set in a more 


ql glorious light. I have reason to believe that in the Jewish Orphanage as well as 


in the Alliance School this principle is strictly adhered to. 

The question of female education in the East is a very difficult one. In all 
practical things the French proverb—that the better is the enemy of the good— 
‘should never be lost sight of, and there is no denying that the Jewish wife here 
is the model of a tender mother, a good housckeeper and an able companion ; 
besides, they all know their prayers in Hebrew and Jiidisch-Deutsch. With the 
Sephardim, however, the girls are generally kept at school till their tenth year ; 
after that age they go to service or are employed at home in all sorts of 
household work. Thus jt comes that the Ashkenazim ladies occupy rather a 
ruling position in the house, while those of the Sephardim do not even aspire to 
equality with their husbands. It would do very well to impart to them a certain 
culture which by developing their feelings of self-respect, would elevate them in 
the eyes of their husbands. In this way the Evelina de Rothschild School does 
excellent work indeed. It is frequented in the average by 100 children from 5 
to 16 years.. The girls receive a nutritious dinner, and the needy are clad. They 


are taught all sorts of needlework, Hebrew, numbers, sacred history, geography, 


and the elements of natural history. French is the reigning language and taught 
accordingly. The superintendent of this school is Dr. Schwarz. This gentleman 
who, as Director of the Rothschild Hospital, was able to dedicate only his scanty 
moments of leisure to the educational department, is most happily represented at 


school by his sister. It must be over a year,-I think, that this young lady has 


given herself up to the arduous and responsible task of governing the school with 
untiring devotion, and it ‘must be acknowledged that the result is highly flat- 
ering to her. Here the French language is‘ not the aim of culture, but the 
means of imparting it where superficial knowledge cannot be avoided, it is at 
least restricted. The children are taught to think by themselves, their manners 
are free, easy yet modest. Miss Schwarz passes seven hours daily at the 
establishment, she is almost the sole teacher in the upper classes, and it is cer- 


_ tainly her example that provides the young students with a better pattern of 


virtue and good breeding than any teaching.could give. Almost all of them are | 
Sephardim. The only drawback is irregular attendance, mostly due, it is true, to 


the inherent diseases of their climate—sore eyes and fever. The premises, which 
leave much to be wished, no comfortable locality being attainable in town-—will 


be changed next month for a healthy and well situated house in the suburbs 


outside the Jaffa Gate.

Those, who like myself, knew little of Bayonne, save that it was a strong]: 
fortified town near the French frontier, would have been surprised to find what ’ 
large and important Jewish community it possesses, The large and handsome 
synagogue, however, capable of seating 800, is sufficient testimony to the fact, ang 
when it is filled, as it was last Wednesday evening and Thursday, one feels, that 
though far away from home, the one day (at least) of Religion which makes aj 
Jews kin, is here observed with as much piety as elsewhere, | . | 

The first thing which strikes the English mind as novel, is the dress of the 
officials. The two “ huissiers,” or beadles, are most imposing in their Court suits of 
black : knee breeches, black stockings, steel buckles, and three-cornered hat, In 
fact, were it not for the large silver chain and badge which they wear, they might 
very well be taken for old admirals of about eighty years ago. The minister wag 
dressed, and looked exactly like a Roman Catholic priest, so his costume calls for no 
remark, but the choristers’ dress was most singular, The men were dressed in ordj- 
nary costume, but the boys, who numbered sixteen, wore a loose surplice of white 
linen, with wide hanging sleeves, and loose drawers of the same colour and material, 
their head covering consisted of a flat cap of light blue velvet, with a broad band of 
dark blue, a wide girdle of blue, and a scarf or Talith also of that colour, completed 
a very striking and picturesque costume. 

The ceremony of taking out the ‘“Sepher” differs from ours. The Chazan 
walks first accompanied by his sixteen acolytes of choristers, while the two beadles 
bring up the rear. The reverse order is observed when the Torah is carried to the | 
reading desk, as the beadles walk first, while the choristers remain ranged in two 


lines between the Ark and desk until the * Elevation,” when they return to their | 


places. 


The most solemn part, however, of the service was the Benediction, The 
numerous wax candles were now all lit, and presented a very handsome appearance, 
in the lofty building. Ata given signal it almost seemed, so quickly was it done. 
the whole congregation broke up into little groups; even the ladies came down 
from their gallery to receive their father’s blessing, and in more than one instance 
three generations were seen covered by one Talith. Not a sound was heard save the 
half-stifled sob from those who had lest some loved member of their family- The 
beautiful words of the Benediction seemed to have a force and signification they 
never had before, and as grey-headed old fathers kissed their sons in that prayer- 
hallowed moment, the moistened eye and trembling lip of young and old testified to 
the emotion that was irrepressible. 

The concluding words of the service were no less impressive. The acknow ledge- 
ment of the Unity of God was proclaimed by the minister, and repeated by the 
choristers, who, headed by the ‘‘ Baal-Tekeha,”’ walked slowly tu the Ark, There 
the Shoufar was blown, and this finished the most solemn day of Kippur I have 
ever assisted at in my life, 


THE DAY OF ATONEMENT.

Morocco,—A writer in the October number of Blackwood gives a lively account 
of his “Spring Trip to Morocco.” Describing the town Wazan he remarks :— 


“Generally the melha, or quarter where the Jews live, is far dirtier than any other | 


part of the town ; but here it was the reverse, and the well-to-do appearance of the 
grown-up people, and pretty laughing faces of the children, show that in Wazan, at 
all events, the ancient race is not subject to persecution. I have always noticed how 
glad the Jews in Morocco are to see one; and particularly in Fez and Mequinez, after 
having been scowled at by the true believers as we ride along with our guard, it has 
been a relief to turn into the melha, and be greeted by the smiles and welcome of 
these persecuted Israelites, It is most difficult to form any correct estimate of the 
population of a Moorish town. Wazan, I should eay, was certainly under 10,000, of 
which the Jews number probably about 600."

SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE. 


Sir Moses Montefiore drove out on Monday and visited his synagogue at 
Ramsgate without descending from his carriage. On Tuesday, the first day of 
Succoth, he passed some time in his tabernacle, and on Wednesday received sonie 


few members of his family. Earl Sydney, Lord Lieutenant of the county, has 
joined the Committee which is being formed at Ramsgate with Mr. B. Twyman 
and Mr. Hodgson as secretaries. 


So many varying statements have been made with regard to the birthday 
of Sir Moses Montefiore, that we have taken the trouble to have our previous 
references to the date specially verified by an examination at Leghorn of the 
original entry in the Register Books of the Leghorn Jewish Congregation. The 
actual entry in the Birth Register is as follows :— 


“9 Heshvan 5545, 24 Ottobre 1784, a Joseph di Moise Haim e Raquel Montefiore 
nacque un figlio che chiamarano Moise Haim.” | 

(On the 9th Heshvan 5545, 24th October, 1784, to Joseph son of Moses Haim and 
Rachel Montefiore, there was born a son, who was named Moses Haim.) 

A curious conclusion is suggested by this birth register. The Hebrew 
date corresponding to the 24th of October, 1784 (the day on which Sir 
Moses_Montefiore was born) was really the eighth of Heshvan—the date upon 
which Sir Moses himself celebrates the anniversary. In the register, it will be 
observed, the date is given as the ninth of Heshvan. The explanation of this 
divergence is simple enough, and, curiously, it enables us to fix the period 
of the day when the birth took place. It will be well known to our readers that 
the Jews reckon the Hebrew day from the previous evening, the authority being 
the Ist chapter of Genesis : “And the evening and the morning were the first 
day.” The Jewish Sabbaths and Festivals are likewise observed from “ even 
unto even” in accordance with the directionin Leviticus xxili., 32. The Sabbath 
preceding October 24th, 1784, commenced at half-past four on the Friday even - 
ing. Therefore, we can conclude that Sir Moses Montefiore was born on the 24th 
of October, 1784, between the hours of half-past four and midnight. 


BOARD OF DEPUTIES, 


A special meeting of the Board of Deputies was held yesterday (Thursday) at 
the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks, to consider 
the propriety of passing a vote of congratulation to Sir Moses Montefiore (ex-Presi- 
dent and honorary member of the Board) on the approaching completion of his 99th 
year, There were present: Mr. JosePH SEBAG, in the Chair; Messrs. Israel 
Abrahams, I), LL. "Alexander, Henry Harris, Samuel Montagu, Louis Hyams, 
S. Schloss, Lewis Dayis, Lewis Levy. Henry Kisch, tS. Ezekiel, Henry Solomon. 
I, M, Marks, G, Lindo, M, Castello, Hermann Myer, and Dr. M. Clifford. 


The CHAIRMAN said: In the absence from England of our esteemed President, I 
have thought it right to call a special meeting of this Board, in order to afford you 
an opportunity if you think fit—and doubtless you will think fit—to pass a vote of 
congratulation to Sir Moses Montefiore on the approaching completion of his 99th 
year. As I feel it will better become those who will speak after me to allude to the 
special claims Sir Moses has on the affection and respect of this Board, I shall content 
myself by saying how much pleasure I experience in being present at a meeting 
specially called to do him honour on such an interesting occasion. It may be right 
for me now to allude to a misapprehension which has existed in many quarters, espe- 
cially abroad, as to the proper period for celebrating Sir Moses’ centenary. Since the 


recess I have received numerous communications on the subject from the United | 


States of America and several other important places. After getting my own views 
confirmed by many leading members of our London community, I have replied that 
in England it would not generally be considered opportune to take any steps for 


celebrating the centenary until after Sir Moses had completed his 99th year, which, 


as you all know, will be ina very few days hence ; but that immediately afterwards 
action might properly be commenced. I observe by a paragraph in the Jewish papers 
of last week that the subject is to be brought under the consideration of the Council 
of the United Synagogue early next month by the President, Sir Nathaniel de 
Rothschild. The synagogue, of which Sir Moses is the senior and highly 
valued member, have resolved to adopt a similar course; and at the first 
monthly meeting of this Board, namely, on Wednesday, the 21st November, the 
matter will be submitted for your consideration. I believe I am expressing the senti- 
ments of every member of our Board when I say that we shall be prepared to co- 
operate cheerfully with the United Synagogue, the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue and all other bodies,in doing our utmost to pay honour to Sir Moses Montefiore 
and toe evince the affection and esteem we bear towards one who was for so long a 
period a most useful and distinguished President, and who is still an honorary mem- 
ber of our Board. I will now call on Mr, Harris, the senior member, to propose a 
resolution, which, [ am sure, will be received with cordial and unanimous approval. 


Mr. Henry Harris, Treasurer of the Board, in proposing the Resolution of 


Congratulation, said: I have great satisfaction in moving the Resolution, The 
Board, asa representative body of which Sir Moses Montefiore has been a member 
for more than half a century, is entitled to claim the privilege of congratulating 
him on his entering the year of his centenary. It will be superfluous, if not imper- 
tinent, to the Board if I were to attempt to enumerate the numerous occasions on 
which Sir Moses has rendered conspicuous services not only to the Jewish, 
but also to the general, community. But I cannot avoid alluding to 
the many journeys he has undertaken to distant lands to help his oppressed 


brethren and nearly always with success; often, too, in opening up the 
paths which in later years led them to happiness and prosperity. Norare Sir Moses’s: 


good actions confined to his own community. The great interest he takes in the 
welfare of mankind, and the appreciation in which his devotion to good objects are 
held, is manifested by the receptions he has met with at the hands of the principal 
Crowned Heads of Europe. It has often struck me that much of Sir Moses’s suocess 


in his various philanthropic pursuits is owing to his having retired from business 


nearly sixty yearsago, und of the entire disinterestedness with which, it is self- 
evident, he entered upon the good tasks which he laid out for himself. I trust the 
rising generation will take heed of the good that may be accomplished by one man. 
With respect to the centenary of our esteemed ex-President, I entirely agree with the 
Chairman—that it will be an occasion on which the Board will no doubt be very 
willing to join other bodies in considering the most suitable course to be taken. 
I will now read the resolution which has been prepared, and which Iam sure will 
be voted by the meeting by acclamation :— | 


Resolved, that this Board hereby conveys to Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., its hearty congratula- 
tions on the approaching completion of his 99th year, and ‘earnestly hopes that his valuable life 
may be prolonged for many years, and that he may continue to witness in health and happiness the 
auspicious result of his constant exertions to promote the welfare of his fellow-creatures in every 
part of the world. 


Mr, SAMUEL MONTAGU said : I consider it a great privilege to“second this vote, 
because, humanly speaking, itis hardly probable that we shall have many future 


opportunities of voting a similar address, In this age of mediocrity when the 


masses very properly rule, it is very difficult to designate any one who may be said 
to have great personal influence. Sir Moses Montefiore is evidently a striking excep- 
tion to this rule. He stands out for the greater part of this century.as the champion 
of Jewish interests and protector of oppressed Jews. After the ample justice with 
which my friend, Mr. Harris, has treated this motion, and in this room, whose very 
walls have for so long a period echoed the praises of Sir Moses Montefiore, I need 
say no more, but simply second the vote of congratulation, po. 
The resolution was then carried with acclamation. 


SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE, 


Prior to the meeting of the Board of Deputies, a special meeting of the Yehidim : 


of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue was held in the Vestry Room to take 
- consideration the propriety of voting a Congratulatory Address to Sir Moses 
ontefiore. 


Mr. MANUEL CASTELLO, one of the Wardens, occupied the Chair, and there was 
a very large attendance of Yehidim. After explaining the object of the meeting, Mr. 
Castello said that Sir Moses Montefiore might be called the father of the congrega- 
tion. He was the senior member, having been a Yahid for nearly eighty years. This 
fact would alone have sufficed to require that some notice should be taken of Sir 
Moses Montefiore being about to enter on the hundredth year of his life. But when 
it was remembered what Sir Moses had done for all nations of the world, and that 
he was revered by Jew, Mahomedan, and Christian alike, the Congregation would 
have done wrong if they had abstained from taking action on the present occasion. 
It was not necessary for him to dwell on the works of the venerable baronet. He, 
therefore, moved : 


That a congratulatory address be presented to our benevolent anivenerable Yahid, Sir Moves 
Montefiore, Bart., on the completion of his 99th year, the terms of the address to be settled by 
the gentlemen of the Mahamad. | " | 


Mr, REUBEN D, SAssooy, in seconding the motion, said that every word uttered © 


by the Chairman was confirmed by the opinions of all present. 

The motion was carried by acclamation. . 

The CHAIRMAN announced that the Elders had given power to the Mahamad to 
co-operate with other bodies in taking such steps as might be thought suitable to 
celebrate the real centenary of Sir Moses Montefiore. The Yehidim might feel sure 
that the Mahamad in their action would do everything in their power to uphold the 
dignity of their ancient congregation, 


SHERIFFS FUND SOCIETY. 


At a meeting of the Committee of the Sheriff's Fund Society held on Wednesday 
at the Central Criminal Court, Lieut.-Col. P. Cowan, Sheriff, reported the donation 
of £99 to its Fund, which he had received from Sir Moses Montefiore. Whereupon 
the following resolution was proposed by Sir Reginald Hanson, seconded by Mr. 
Hill, and carried unanimously : ‘That the Sheriff's Fund Society gratefully acknow- 
ledges the liberal donation of £99 received through Sheriff Lieut.-Col. Cowan from 
their Senior Vice-President, Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., and beg to tender him their 
congratulations on his approaching entry into his 100th year, and to express an 
earnest hope that he may long-be spared to continue that career of benevolence which 
has endeared his name to all.” 


RAMSGATE, 


With a view worthily to celebrate Sir Moses’ coming centennial birthday .a 
number of his fellow-townsmen in Ramsgate have formed themselves into a com- 
mittee, and they have enlisted the co-operation of all who are anxious to join in 
celebrating the day. The ultimate intention of the committee is to take steps to 
establish some lasting memorial of this venerable philanthropist, and suggestions 
have been made for a memorial park and recreation grounds in the neighbourhood 
of Ramsgate ; a bronze statue to be placed in the middle of it. Another proposition 
is to establish a Montefiore Scholarship for either Oxford or Cambridge, open to all 
youths educated in Ramsgate. With regard to these arrangements nothing is defi- 
nitely settled, and will not be till after Monday next, when a public meeting will 
be held in the Town Hall, Ramsgate, for the purpose of ascertaining the views of 
those willing to join in the movement; but the programme will, in all probability, 
be somewhat as follows.: In the first place, the day will be one of rejoicing and a 
public holiday in Ramsgate and the neighbouring towns; addresses will be pre- 


sented by the Chairman and Improvement Commissions of Ramsgate, by the 


principals, masters, and pupils of all the schools in the town: by the masters, 
mistresses, teachers, and pupils of the National and Parochial Schools; and by the 
inmates of the Thanet Union ;this latter address is to be delivered by one of the adult 
paupers. There is great talk of a grand procession of the authorities. the schools, 
the artillery, and rifle volunteers, the fire brigade, policemen, and sailors, and headed 
by the town band, accompanied by those of the volunteers ; and in the evening there 
will be, in all probability, illuminations and a display of fireworks. It is more than 
probable that the Mayor and Corporation of Margate, and the Local Board of Broad- 


stairs will take part in the day's rejoicing, and that the whole of the towns and 


villages in Thanet will be decorated with flags and banners. Originally it was 
thought that the day would be celebrated on the 24th of October, but the Committee 
thought it would be more complimentary if it was kept according to the Jewish 
calendar, which brings it to the 8th of November. The Honorary Secretaries of 
the Committee are Mr. J. B. Hodgson, the Postmaster of Ramsgate, and Mr. B. 
Twyman, of High Street. | | 


Str Moses MONTEFIORE TESTIMONIAL FunD.—Advices have been received that 
on the 3rd Septemter fifteen dwellings in Jerusalem which, with the assistamee of 
monies advanced by the Committee of the Fund, had been completed during the 
summer, were allotted to members of the Mishkenoth Israel Building Society, in the 
presence of the Chief Rabbi and other heads of the community. The allottees gave 
expression to their feelings of joy and satisfaction at becoming the inhabitants of 
large, lighted, and airy houses ; and in thanking God, they blessed Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore, for the perpetuation of whose name the buildings have been erected. The Ohel 
Moshé Building Society, subsidised by the Committee of the Testimonial Fund, also’ 
allotted on the 21st September thirteen double and six single dwellings, in the pre- 
sence of the Rev. Chacham Bashi and other ecclesiastical chiefs. : 


JAMAICA.—The Proposed “ United Synagogue.”’—[ From a Correspondent. ]|—

Ox Wednesday next Sir Mosrs Moyrertone will enter his hundreth year, 
The venerable philanthropist will be greeted on that occasion by the good 
wishes of all Englishmen and of all Jews. He has earned the respect of all 
men who admire integrity, consistency, and benevolence, and these will vie 


with one another in doing honour to. the incarnation of these virtues repre- 


sented by Sir Moses 

What a series of events have passed before the eyes of Sir Mosrs! He 
was five years old when the French Revolution broke out. He came of age in 
the year of Trafalgar, and was thirty-one when Waterloo was won. He has seen 
Europe pareelled out by the Treaty of Viennaand remodelled by the Treaty of 
Berlin, The Unity of Italy and of Germany, the Crimean, Austro-Prussian 
and Franco-German Wars—these and a thousand other stirring events have 
passed before his eyes. Science has given the world the railway and the tele- 


graph during his lifetime, and the whole course of European thought has made 
a mighty sweep since the time when the name of Monrgriore was great on 
‘Chan ge, |

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quite as great as those in general politics. At his birth Jews were not free 


from insulting restrictions in any country of the world except in the United 


States, He had lived to see nation after nation following the example of — 


France by throwing open the carriére ouverte to the hitherto despised Israelite. 
Except in Russia and Roumania (though these exceptions almost make a 
rule in themselves), Jews are free to adopt any pursuit in all European 
countries, 
tinies of the greatest of European nations, while art, literature and science 
have been cultivated with great success by his brethren in faith. Alas, he 
has even lived to see a reaction from these emancipatory movements. We 


little thought a few years ago that Sir Mosrs would live to see the blood 


accusation revived in Europe with all the accessories of torture and super- 
stition which distinguished the Damascus case of 1840, in which he played 
so noble a part. 

Of the improvements in the life of his brethren, Sir Moss could in many 
instances say quorum pars magna fut. 
direct exertions on behalf of the Jews wherever their lot was hard. But the 
venerable baronet,has been a standing argument for emancipation by the mere 
fact that a man of such qualities should be found among our race. If Jews 


could produce such a splendid specimen of the noblest feelings that adorn the 


human race when they laboured under restrictions, what could they not be 
able to do when released from the bonds of prejudice? Even to the present 
day Jew-haters like Mr. Swiru are careful-:to exclude Sir Mosgs 
from the catalogue of crimes with which they charge our race. And, thank 
Gop, he is still among us, the best refutation of Anti-semitism. 


Besides, however, this indirect contribution to the amelioration of 
Israew’s lot in the modern world, Sir Moses Monrertiore has contributed 
by his own personal contributions, by his wealth, but still more by his 
energy and eloquence. He has adopted the old-world course of appealing 
directly to the rulers of the nations among whom Jews have been oppressed. 
He has interviewed more than half the sovereigns of Europe on behalf of 
He made a firm friend of Meuemet Att by his conduct in the nego- 
He faced the 
When nearly an octagenarian 
he braved the burning heats of Morocco for the purpose of amelior- 
ating the condition of the Jews there. When the Mortara case occurred 
he hurried to Rome to confront Pro Novo with the righteous indignation of 
the whole civilized world, but alas, without result—an almost unique instance 
of Sir Moses’s failure in diplomacy. | 

While, however, he has been ever ready at the call of duty to visit foreign 
countries and potentates in all seasons, there is one land which has remained 
the object of his constant solicitude throughout Sir Moses’ life. Many of 
England said that when she died the name of Calais would be found engraven 
on her heart. We may be sure that Jerusalem is equally impressed on the heart 
of Sir Moses. Seven times has he visited the Holy City, on the earlier occa- 
sions with as much difficulty as would now attend a voyage to Australia. On 
each occasion he has investigated, suggested, contributed, and aided in every 
way to the solution of the Palestine problem: how to remove the debasing 
effects of the Haluka. Long before Mr. Lavrence Sir Moses 
advocated strenuously the adoption of agricultural pursuits by the Jews of 
When it was proposed to raise a Fund as a testimony of the 
high esteem in which Sir Mosrs was held, he was naturally consulted as to 
the objects to which such a fund should be devoted ; his first thought was 
of the Jews in Jerusalem. | 

It might seem at first sight that the main object of Sir Moses’s life 
has been fruitless and that he has failed to better the condition of the Jews 
of Palestine. But this is not true ; in reality their condition is much improved

must be remembered that the evil with which Sir Mosxs had to grapple was 


an insidious one, and affected banefully the character of Jerusalem Jews, — 


destroying their feelings of independence. It must naturally be a slow pro- 
cess to overcome this, and perhaps even generations will be required before 
the debasing effect of the Haluka will be entirely eradicated from the nature 
of the Jews of Palestine. Meanwhile Sir Moses Monteriore was the first 
to see clearly the needs of the situation, and in the long roll of beneficial 
achievements with which we can sum up his life not the least glorious 
item would be, “‘ He grappled with the Haluka.” 

Sir Moses’s activity has not been confined to these excursions to foreign 
countries, He is not one of those philanthropists whose love for their fellow- 
men increases directly with the square of their distance, As President of 
the Board of Deputies he has participated in, and in large measure, originated 
all the measures taken by that Board in connection with the great struggle 
for emancipation. In his firm consistency of principle he had been somewhat

He has been recognised by everybody who 
has come in contact with him as emphatically a good man, The thorough- 
ness of the man’s character is nowhere seen to such advantage as in the 
demonstration which is now being prepared for him in what may be called 
his own county of Kent. A man’s relations to his neighbours are as good 
an indication of his character as one can find. The spontaneous outburst of 
good-will displayed by his neighbours in Kent does Sir Moses as much honour 
as all the marks of respect he has received from European sovereigns. From 
the time that he weleomed to East Cliff Lodge the little orphan who was 
one day to be his QuEEN, to the present day, when he can scarcely use the 
gardens he threw open to her use, he has lived as an English gentleman in 
Kent. Caring for his poorer friends, mixing freely with his equals, le has 
found no superiors in goodness of disposition. |

THE JEWS RUSSIA. 
—- 

The monthly magaz,ine Bote Europas, one of the foremost reviews not 
ia Russia but on the Con inent of Europe, discussed the Jewish q 
last number, and demanded in firm language that the right should ho conceded 
to the Jews of settling in any part of the Empire. The writer yroes that . 
time should be lost by the Government In carrying out this measure of single 
justice. | 

The little town of Jelowka, in the district of Riga, has been 
destroyed by fire. The sufferers were exclusively Jews. 

By order of the Government, two Jewish troups of actors at Riga and Odessa 
have been ordered to discontinue performing in the national Jewish costume and 
in the Jewish jargon. The prohibition has given general satisfaction in. the two 
towns, even among Jews, as it appears that the performance gave rise to a paki 
siderable amount of Rishus. 

The Governor of Ekaterinoslav has issued a proclamation, in which Ovetire 
the following :—‘ The anti-Jewish riots which occurred in the city of Ekatert. 
noslav last July were repeated in September at the town of Novomoskovsk itself 
and at several villages in the Novomoskovsk district ; also, quite lately, at 
Ekaterinoslav a renewed attempt wasinide to attack the Jews, but which, how. 
ever, through the energy of the police, aided by Cossacks, was limited to the 
ransacking of one Jew’s shop. Again, about the same. time, the honse of a Jew 
wharfinger of the name of Fineberg, whose premises are by the Dnieper, was 
riotously broken into and ransacked. These acts show that the popular passions 
of the masses are as violent as ever and continue to disturb the trangmility of

The Central Chamber at Pesth, the most important Corporation in) the coun- 
try connected with commerce, has drawn up an energetic protest againt the 
anti-Jewish agitation and disturbances, on the grounds both of the moral and 
material injury which they inflict on Tungary. 

Additional evidence of the good-will entertained by the Hungarian Protes- 
tants for the Jews is afforded by the marks of sympathy shown by the former in 
the towns of Mateszalka and Marmaros on the occasion of the interment of two 
respected Jewish citizens.

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THE “WONDER WORKING” RABBI OF SADAGORA. 
The news of the death of the “ Wonder-Working Rabbi,’ which we 


mentioned last week, was received by telegraph in Palestine with the 
utmost grief, Rabbi Friedman, who by the way, possessed one of the 


most valuable and extensive Hebrew libraries in existence, having been 


the titular head of the “Kollelim” of Vlohynia in the Holy cities. In 
Jerusalem and especially in Safed and Tiberias, where many of the Jewish in- 
habitants came from his district and whence they frequently went on a pilgrim- 
age to Sadagora, the mourning among our coreligionists at the loss of the great 
Rabbi is of a very profound character. 

The following description, by Mr. Laurence Oliphant, of a visit he paid to 
t he ser pata originally appeared in Macmillan’s Magazine—will be read with 
interest 


The influence which Mr. Franzos attributes to the Rabbi of Sadagora is by no 
means exaggerated, though it is strange that so little should be known about him 
outside the countries over which that influence extends, It is some years since I first 
heard of the existence of this individual, but sought in vain to have my curiosity 
gratified in regard to him among Jews in Western Europe. No one that I asked 
about him had ever heard of him, It was only at Vienna, as I approached the sphere 
of his influence, that I could gain any information, and then only to hear him spoken 
of in terms of contempt. A man, however, who wields an absolute spiritual control 
over the consciences of at least three millions of people—probably many more—I 
felt to be worthy of a visit ; and as my route at any rate led me to his neighbour- 
hood, I determined to turn aside for that purpose, The town of Sadagéra—contain- 
ing some four or five thousand inhabitants, mostly Jews—is situated about five miles 
from Czernowitz, the capital of the Austrian province of Bukovina, and not far from 
the Russian frontier. Hither from all parts of Austria, Poland, Russia‘and Rouma- 
nia, flock pilgrims to consult the holy man, to lay presents at his feet, to ask his 
advice, and receive the oracular responses which have procured for him the name of 
“The Wonder Rabbi.” This appellation, and the vast stores of wealth which bis 
miraculous pretensions obtained, were in fact chiefly earned by the present Rabbi's 
father, who appears to have been a man of considerable intellectual attainments, and 
a certain mysticism of character calculated to impress the masses. His claims to be 
of direct descent from the house of David, as well as those attaching to his special 
vifts, are generally denied by the more liberal and enlightened of the Jewish com- 
munities, and even by many of the Rabbis of the neighbourhood, who use the 
strongest language in regard to them. On the other hand, some of the most influen- 
tial Rabbis in Russia, Galicia, and Roumania, are his devoted adherents, and indeed 
would lose all credit with their congregations if they threw any doubt upon his 
pretensions, I have met persons of very moderate views and liberal practices who. 
while they would not themselves submit to his influence, nevertheless consider the 
Rabbi’s acceptance of the offerings made him as perfectly levitimate. who have given 

‘him the highest character for benevolenceand personal charity, who regard his piety 
as perfectly venuine, and whose opportunities of judging it have probably been quite 
equal to, if not greater than, those enjoyed by Mr. Franzos, 

As I had given notice of our intended visit, the Rabbi sent his own carriave for 
us—a handsome barouche, drawn by a pair of valuable horses, with coachman and 
groom with caftan and curls. As such incidents as the visit of a Christian and his 
wife to the Wonder Rabbi are rare, news of the event had got abroad, and when we 
reached Sadagora we found the streets densely crowded with Jews. who compactly 
filled the whole courtyard of the large oblong building in which the Rabbi resides, 
Here we were received by a group of young men, all in rigidly orthodox costume, but 
scrupulously clean and neat. These were the sons and sons-in-law of our host. We 
were led by them into the hall, where several ladies were standing, their young, and 
in some instances pretty, faces sadly disfizured by the heavy black wigs which came 
low down upon their foreheads. These took charge of my wife, while I was accom- 
panied by my entertainers toa large and gorveously upholstered apartment, where 

heavy embroideries, handsome furniture, and costly decorations attested the wealth 
of the owner. Here I sat and conversed for some time before the great Rabbi himself 
made his appearance, preceded by two functionaries, who ushered him in with great 
respect, all rising and remaining standing, very much as though in the presence of 
royalty. The trays upon which the refreshments were shortly afterwards served, and 
the vessels which contained them, were of solid gold. and the whole establishment 
was conducted upon a scale of opulence and grandeur for which I was totally unpre- 
pared, The Herr Gross Rabbiner himself wasa man with a white beard, apparently 
between sixty and seventy years of age, who conversed intelligently on the subject 


of the condition and prospects of the Russian Jews ; but as I did not call on him in’ 


order to test his powers of divination, my visit did not enlighten mie on that point, 
What I did desire to substantiate was the fact of his influence, and of that I have 
I have obtained indisputable evidence. That it is widespread there is also little 
doubt, Quite recently I fell in with a Rabbi from Palestine, where he habitually 
lives, I found that he was conversant with all the incidents of my visit, and he 
assured me that the influence of the Rabbi of Sadagéra was as great in Palestine as 
in Russia, and extended to Bokhara, to which country he was then himself bound. 
As the Rabbi is by no means the only individual I have come across in the course 


_ of my life claiming to have higher gifts than those of ordinary mortals, andas Iam — 


convinced that in some instances these persons were sincere,—and it would be rash, 
therefore, to assume that such specially endowed persons were all impostors—I am 
by no means prepared to pass any opinion upon the claims of the Rabbi. 

A curious illustration of the sentiment which is entertained towards him came 
to my own notice not long since, when a young Jew had occasion to receive ten 
florins from him, He was offered immediately afterwards a hundred florins for the 
money which had been sanctified by having been in such sacred keeping—an offer 
with which my friend, in whose eyes it did not possess any such mysterious value, 
willingly closed, thus turning the superstition of his coreligionist to immediate 


pecuniary account, and proving that, as far as the purchaser was concerned, the 


religious sentiment, however perverted, was stronger in the Jew than the love of 
money. 


“MONTEFIORE ” LITERARY AND ArT Society,—A Council meeting of. this 
society was held on Sunday last. The President, Mr. Israel Abrahams, informed the 
members that extensive alterations, enlargement, and improvements of the premises 
had been carried out during the recess.

and the enlargement of the premises was necessary in consequence of the numerous 
applications for membership. The President, in puttiug the proposal, reminded the 
meeting that the success of the Soeiety was greatly due to the name of their honored 
patron, Sir Moses Montefiore, The motion was carried unanimously. Mr. Edmund 
Abrahams, honorary musical director, announced that after the Holydays the Society 
would re-open. ‘The Syllabus comprised Lectures, Concerts, &c. The President said 
that this was the only Society in the community where ladies and gentlemen could 
find high-class music and singing, select amateur performances, with the many other 
advantages. Signor Tito Mattei and Signor Rea, Miss Featherby and several other 
eminent artists were elected honorary members. A vote of thanks was passed to Mrs,

Rabbi Racah has seized hold of an excellent idea and carried it out eed 
well. He has thought of bringing home to Jewish youth the specific Jew 
virtues by placing upon them a number of portraits of Jewish heroes of the past.

PARIS.—A journal destined to combat French anti-Semitism has just been 
started in Paris by a Christian desirous of testifying his sympathy with the maligned 
Jews, The Archives Israelites fears that the effusive manner in which the senti- 
ments of friendship and esteem for the Jews are expressed in the new publication 
may havea dangerous effect, thereby defeating the object for which the journal 
was called into existence. 7 


PEstH.—A young Jewess residing at Pesth was lately about to marry, and when 
she was putting her papers in order it was discovered that, without the knowledge 
of her mother, she had been baptised shortly after her birth with the connivance of 
the midwife. The mother thereupon made representations against. the validity of 
the baptism, but the Minister of Public Worship, agreeing with the ecclesiastical 
authorities. decided that the act was perfectly legal, and that the girl was a Chris- 
tian. As marriages between Jews and Christians are forbidden in Hungary (a bill 
to legalise such unions is to be brought into the Chamber of Deputies), the betrothed 
pair proceeded to Vienna, where they obtained sanction to contract a civil marriage. 


AUSTRIA.—There is at present staying at Vienna a clever caligraphist, named 
Sofer, who writes 400 Hebrew letters on a grain of wheat or on the edge of a visit- 
ing card. He expects to be received in audience by the Emperor, in which case he 
will present His Majesty with a card cn the edge of which he has written the Jewish 
prayer for the Imperial family, as also with a grain of wheat, on which is written 
the 119th Psalm, containing 176 verses.—There recently died at Linz, the capital of 
Upper Austria, Herr Ferdinand Wertheimer, a member of the Landtag since 1867, 
He was a native of Bavaria, which he left in 1851, and was the first Jew in Upper 
Austria permitted to own landed property. His funeral was attended by representa- 
tive men from all parts of the country, | 


THE GALICIAN Diet.—The Galician Diet at Lemberg has been opened for the 
session, and one of the first subjects it hasbeen called upon to eonsider is a motion of 
the anti-Jewish Deputy Merunowicz, bearing on the reorganisation of the Jewish 
religious communities in Galicia. The motion is to the following effect : ‘‘ In pur- 
suance of the unanimous decision of the Landtag of the 10th October, 1882, the 
Government is requested to devise a plan forthe effective regulation of the Jewish 
communities, in order to make it henceforth impossible for these communities to 


override the civil and electoral laws.’ The motion has been referred to a Committee 


of the House for consideration and report. .
